TRAIL OF MURDERER.

Sheriff and Deputies in Auto Star! 
for Elizabeth Lake With Coroner. 
Body of Alleged Victim Found Near

RMED to the teeth a posse of 
A. acts sheriffs, headed by Sheriff 

Hammel, started on their way to 
the north portal of the Elizabeth Lake 
tunnel, on the Los Angeles aqueduct, 
yesterday, to apprehend the man or 
men supposed to have murdered M. 
Kennedy, who disappeared from the 
camp the day before Christmas. The 
body of a man, belleved to be Ken- 
nedy, was found by a cowboy early 
yesterday morning and was reported 
at once to the Sheriff's office. 

There are mysterious circumstances 
surrounding the disappearance of 
Kennedy. When after several days he 
failed te return to the camp it was 
reported to the county authorities and 
then to the police of Los Angeles, by 
Cc. H. Richards, who believed Ken- 
nedy might be tne victim of foul play. 
When the body was found yesterday 
| Richards at once concluded that Ken- 
had been murdered. 
| When Kennedy left camp he bor- 
l'rowed 50 cents from a room-mate, 
saying he intended to purchase some 
tobacco from the camp store. He 
never returned. As it is often the 
custom of the ‘men to leave for Los 
Angeles without explaining where 
they are going, nothing was thought 
n the matter until a few days ago 
‘when the room-mate became uneasy 
ut the prolonged absen of his friend, 
' Then the belongings of Kennedy 
were searched and his best suit, un- 
derwear and other clothing were found 
in his valise. There was also $150 in 
currency in the bottom of the valise 
which was turned over to the camp 
boss 


MAKING PREPARATIONS. 

When the finding of the body was 
reported to Sheriff Hammel yesterday 
he at once began preparations for a 
man hunt in the hill. Just what 
clew, if any, the Sheriff has to the 
possible murder, he would not tell. 
When the big automobile which was 
to carry the rty into the hills ar- 
rived at the County Jail, it was pre- 
pared for the mud battle expected. 
Heavy chains were on the wheels, and 


the chauffeur carried an extra supply 


of inner tubes and outer casings. 
Several cans of gasoline were also 
added., as it was thought it might be 
necessary to spend a night in the hills 
far from a supply camp.

ot alternative was presented, that he 


must give up either God or his life, 
that. he would unhesitatingly or ul- 
timately keep life and let God go. 
“Satan was reassuring God in his 
own bushel. He knew What he would 
do—had done and he intimates that 
Job and others would do the same. 
“We defend the honor of humanity 
and deny the allegation. We admit, 
however, that there is a degree of 
truth here, for all have an instinctive 
love of life. Even with all ite sor- 
rows, and trials we ciing to it. No 
one loves to die for the sake of dying. 
Even Paus brave desire was rooted 
in the faith that there was rest and 
glory beyond death. The woman of the 
gospel who spent all her living on 
physicians and trying to get well is a 
type of many who impoverish them- 
selves in the effort to prolong life. 
“Yet there are principles which to 
many are dearer than life and for 
which many will give up life. The love 
of adventure has drawn many “way 
from home, safety and comfort. Many 
a soldier has faced the cannon's mouth 
knowing that his bravery would be im- 
mortalized. Patriots have ,died for 
home and country. Love of ‘knowledge 
has prompted many to pursue it even 
to death. Many a child of God has im- 
bibed the spirit of the self-sacrificing 
Christ and has valued love and ley- 
alty to God and man more than life. 
“There is a life higher and nobler 
than this. We must not be bribed by 
Sold, silver or false peace to give up 
Christ and His service Every day the 
temptation comes in the home, the

“Can ie" — ot mankind be blasted 
by a single word, or phrase cited from 
A writing nineteen centuries old?

“The word ‘everlasting’ is not strict! 
synonymous with endless; the Gree 
Original is said by great scholars to 
have no reference to duration, but only 
to spiritual quality. ‘Everlasting pun- 
ishment’ is a contradiction in terms, 
since punishment has always a cor- 
rective force, and this cou not be 
predicated of a hopeless doom. 

“So unquestionable is this comment 
that probably few would quote the 

ge before us as proof of a final 
ell, were it not for their assumption 
that the theme of the chapter, es- 
pecially its closing portion, is the ‘last 
judgment.’ whose verdict is to fix the 
destiny of all. 

“Now, the c »vious theme of this ex- 
tended discourse of the Master is the 
‘coming of the Son of Man.’ If we 
take His meaning literally, that com- 
ing was to be bodily and spectacular, 
& particular event in history. But he 
also made it clear that the date of the 
event was close at hand, that some of 
those who heard him would live to 
witness it, that it was to be connected 
with the destruction of the temple at 
Jerusalem. Because all the happenings 
described cannot be shown to have lit- 
erally occurred at any period of the 
past, the common exegesis takes it for 


limitation which our Lord laced upon 
them. The only way to save the ve- 
racity of the speaker is to take the 


bolical sense, and apply it to the over- 
throw of Jerusalem, which did follow 
in the lifetime of some of Jesus’ hear- 
ers, namely about forty years after His 
death. This removes from it any allu- 
sion to the subject of eschatology, and 
obliges us to measure the word ‘ever- 
lasting’ by popular usage, as denoting 
merely long-lasting, or to construe it 
as equivalent to spiritual. 

“This latter view is more consonant 
with the principle upon which the sep- 
aration of sheep and goats is effected. 
It is singular that a theology which 
conditioned salvation upon faith alone, 
or upon an atonement, or upon mem- 
bership in the church, should have ig- 
nored the declaration of Christ in this 
place, that nothing really counts but 
humanity. To give of withhold char- 
ity is to determine destiny. It is not 
even necessary that the actor should 
know of Christ. much less cherish any 
opinion about him. 

“A moral criterion ot this sort Is en- 
tirely indifferent to or exclusive of the 


physical incident we call death. It 
does relate, however, to the ‘things 
that ara eternal.’ t of men, 


their dispositions and conduct, deter- 
mine their characters. And of char- 


The selfish, sordid, carnal mind is in- 
evitably brought to bay and made to 
suffer the torments of ite own disease, 
of distorted faculy. and remorseful 
memory, and inharmony with God and 
the nature of things. is is the ‘eter- 
nal punishment’ which all must endure 
who deny the Christ within or with- 
out—and does not that include every 
one of us? While ‘eternal life’ comes 
to all who serve the Christ by loving 
and useful deeds, done for their own 
sake-and who is there who may not 
claim a share in that reward?”
